of discovering records in a previous generation,

years apo, hundreds-of-Letters have been written, research trips madey many 
persons interviewed, fading wills and yellowing court transactions read, 
Bible records were located, records that had been forgotten these many years, 
Interesting and beautiful cemeterics visited and mossgrown inscriptions 


deciphered. 


The work has been tedious, at times arduous but always a labor of love and a 
thing of joye No claim has been made that the record is perfect, it may con~ 
tain many errors, but it does record a partial story of your ancestors and

Qur Norwood Family begins with Theophilus Norwood of Virginia, We aro sure he 
was the son of Samucl norwood but do not know the name of hig mother. 
Theophilus was born in Virginia and marricd to Margaret Warren in that state, 
but by 1751 he had moved to South Carolina, Darlington District. It is 
rather evident that on the way down to South Carolina they lived for a time in 
North Carolina in the vicinity of the small town that is called Norwood, 
possibly for that family. Some of the family remaincd at Norwood, for persons 
with that name still live there but not too much rescarch has been done on 
that branch of the family as the author has been interested in the persons 
that came to South Carolina.

John Norwood born in 1751 became the Capbain John Norwood who saw service in 
the War of the Revolution under Francis Marion listed as General Francis 
Marion's Brigade from Farlington District South Carolina, His brother, 
Samuel was a private in the same outfit. 
The date of marriage of Captain John Norwood to Mary Warren has not been 
ascortained but we do know that she was great grand daughter of Isaac DuBose 
and his wifo, Sorch Cuillineau who came to America from Dieppe France be» 
cause of the revication of the Edict of Nantes in 1685. They wore accompani- 
ed by the brother of Sarah, Elias Cuillineau, we have found that Mary Warren 
had a brother, Elias Warren who was Lieutenant in War of Revolution. (Inter- 
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generation of Norwood's, the form now being used is Elise) - 


Capeaan John Norwood acquired a fine estate for his time and accumulated much 
property by cattle raising tor the Charleston South Carolina market, and by 
farming with slave labor.

After the birth of one or more of the children John and his family moved to 
Mississippie The move was made in ox-drawn wagons with Catherine and the 
children riding in the family carriage, Hannah one of the house servants 
rode in the carriage to assist with the core of the children, she was al- 
lowed to carry in her arms her own son, later mentioned in John's will as, 


old Glasco, who at the time was only three weeks old. 


The family settled near Corinth, Mississippi, also lived for a time near 
Columbus, about 1815 they moved to Simpson County as the county was not 
organized until 2823, 

John made at Least two trips back to South Carolina, one at the deathd his 
father, Captain John Norwood and another at the death of Catherine's father, 
he assisted in settling the estates and both times brought back slaves they 
received in the estate settlements, 

John Norwood accumulated much property for his will written in 1858, after 
having provided for each of the twelve children at their marriages with 
slaves and land disposes of some twenty negroes and land, John died in 1862 
and his will was filed for probate April 9, 1862, A very interesting fact 
is that the court house in Simpson County burned twice, but the will was 
gound in Will Book No, 1, with a notation that original was brought in by 


the son, George, one of the executors, and refilod in 1876, L.W. Magee, 
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in the County Clerk's Office, and himself a great grandson of John Norwood 
found this will on record, in Juno 1951, 

John and Catherine Norwood were chavter membors of Mt, Zion Baptist Church, 
neax Westville, Mississippi and both are buried in the cemetery at the church. 
a very peculiar fact is that there are no stones at the graves of Norwoods 
buried in that cemotery. Older members of the family living in tho vicinity 
verify the fact that these graves had been pointed out to them by still older 


members of the fomily, years before, 


Young Glasco, grandson of the slave Hannah and who himself dicd in 1951 at the 
age of Jl attended, and assisted in digging the graves of both his master 

and Catherine also, pointed out the places of the graves, 

John and his wife Catherine were the parents of fourteen children, all grew 
wp and marricd in Simpson or Rankin Counties, But there is not a person 
living in either county today named Norwood, but several descendants of other

Samuel James Norwood did not enlist in the Army of the South until 1863 bee:

Southern Soldiers. When it was no longer possible to keep the tanyard in 
operation he enlisted in the Southern Army. During the sicge of Vicksburg, 
Miss, in the summer of 1863 the cannonading was loud enough to be heard 
down on Pearl River Plantation where Caroline Masscy Norvrood had gone with 
her four small children, Fearing the ra ids of Northern Soldiers out from 
the batticfields at Vicksburg, she took her silver, and the most cherished 
valuables with the children, the negro women and one aged negro man and hid 
many of those forty summer nights during the siege of the city in a large cave 
on the rivers - At the time the children were suffering from whooping cough, 
and due to the dampness Caroline develoyed tuberculosis, which caused her 
death late in the wintbr of 1863, Immediatcly after the death of his 
mother the oldest son, William only 16 enlisted in the Army of the Conf cd- 
cracy, The youngest Norwood to fight for the beloved Southland, 

June of 1865 Samucl James Norwood came home as did his brothers, nephews,his 


Son and his neighbors to find, the slaves froed, business ruined, land 
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worthless, In 1867 Samuel James was married the second time to, Katherine 
Barron Griffin, With the family he moved to Duson, Lowisiana to live on 
land he had bought in-1855 on the advice of his brother~in-law, Lafayette 
Massey who had gone to Duson, several years carlier. Manual labor in the 
fields did not come easy to one who had never known that sort of toil he 
grew discouraged and moved to Cameron, Lowisiana where he lived for several 
years, Becoming friends with the Ott Family who were also living in 
Cameron, Samuel James bought ‘land and farmed also bought the land knowm as 
the schoolhouse property, where today the court house of Cameron is built. 
While he lived there the daughter Kate (Katherine) was married to Charles 
Thayer, Witliam left to come to careet and never returned to Louisiana, 
George also came to Texas when fifteen to join William but only stayed a year 


and went back to Cameron, 


Due to the illness of his second wife, he returned with the two children of 
the second marriage in 1860 to Mississippi, For several years he made his 
home with his nephew, Samuel James Wood.

In 1883 George came to Milam County and bought land and began to farm tpaising 
o6tton on the rich black soil, But George Norwood had not forgotten the daughter, 
of his friends, the Ott'!s learning that they were living in Erath County, he re~ 
a his friendship with the family.Finding the ten year old Lily that he had 
known these years before now grown into a young woman Georgo began making the trip 
up to Erath County quite often for visits with his old friends, On Dec.23, 1890 
George Ellis Norwood and Lily Ott were mrricd just as lily had said from the time 
she was abla to oa “When she got grown up she was going to get married to 
George Norwood,"

joined him. They elected to go by boat, going to New Orleans and securing 
passa ep The sailing vessel rounded the coast of South America, after a stormy 
passage on the Atlantic then up the west coast of South America to California. 
The brothers spent a year in California searching for gold, but alweys the gold 
Seemed to be Just a bit further on, Jeptha becomming discouraged decided to go 
to Mexico in search of elusive wealth (which he found not in gold nuggets but 

in manufacturing harness). Young George homesick for the Magnolias and the 
crepe myrtle of his native state, decided to return without the gold he had 

made the long trip to search for. The morning he was ready to leave a friend 
gave him some gold nuggets and laughingly said, "Give these to your first born 
sob", George brought the nuggets home and remembering his promise to his friend, 
when fis first son Murry Ott was born the nuggets were given to him, he in turn 
passed then on to his oldest son, Murry Ott, Jre, in whose possession they are 
today, a silent memorial of the long trip by sea and by land for by land 

George returned, walking many of the uncharted miles. 

Arriving home early in 1851 George only stayed in Louisiana a few wecks and went 
toSummit, Mississippi to join his cousin, Frmk Ott, who was established there, 
He became associated with the wealthy planter John McNabb at phaLbpHoineawanla, 
Mississippi. i 
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Focling that he was a cosmopolitian, George felt he had had enough adventure to 
last a lifetime and was ready to settle down, He did not find it too difficult 
to persuade the comely young Louisiana woman who was teaching a seleot primary 
school in Holmesville, Mississippi to settle down with him and on Dec, 1, 1851, 


George Washington Ott and Mary Hierins were married. 


Ten happy busy years passed, thon came war -- civil war -- to tear apart families 
and friends -- to snatch as war always docs the flower of the younger men from 
their homes a war, to bring desolation to the beloved Southland. George Ott 
enlisted July 8, 1862 and served until the close of the war, Enilisting at Sumait, 
Mississippi and boing dischar ged in April 1865 he arrived home in May 1865 to an 
impoverished land, his wealthy associate no longer had wealth and there was no 
position open with him, but there was a wife and five small children to care for. 
Late in 1865 they decided to move to Louisiana, the native state of both, much 
over the protest of their fricnds the McNabb!s, The collection of Ictters 
writtkn to Mary Ott by her friend Fliza Francis McNabb covering a period of 
twelve years attests to the fricndship that existed between the two couples, a 
small daughter was named Eliza for Mrs, McNabb and John MeNabb Ott for Mr. 
McNabb, the keen interest they felt for the children is shown in the Letters » 

So close was the bond of friendship that Mr. McNabb offered if his young friend 
would stsy in Mississippi hewould make, at his death, his namesake, his sole 
heir, (The McNabb collection of letters is in possession of Mrs, D. Myers 

Guest a copy is also in the History and Archives Library, Jackson, Mississippi. ) 
Mary's mother Maria Higgins A ee her family was living at Lake 
Charles, rari ens and they decided to move near there. 

During the next four years tragedy struck twice in the family, the small 
daughter, Eliza Francis, dicd quite suddenly, with dread membranous croup, 

which in that day took a heavy toll among the small childrene Following the 
profession of his father George had secured employment in a saw-mill and was 


soon in charge of the large mill. 
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dn January of 1869 George Ott lost lis iicft hand in the saw-mill machinery. 
 Grazedy indeed for a man who was left handed). He was offered employment py 
the owner of the mill to manage a lumber yard at nee, Louisiana, now called 
Cameron, The rapidly growing sons took over the operation of the ferry over the 
Calscicu River, interesting is the fact that the only method of crossing the 
river at Cameron still is by ferry, but a far cry from the hand opcrated ferry 
of those eighty and more years ago. ‘Twin sons were born to George and Mary 
while they lived near Lake Charles and three daughters while they Lived at 
Cameron e 
Again ten years went by, buffetted by tropical A tht) accep chilis and 
typhoid fever, with an occasional yellow fever epidemic and the pressure of five 
growing sons who were ana. ous to cast their lot in Texas with its wide open 
spaces, no storms, at least with floods of water, and rumor had it no mosquitoes 
and no chills. George began to investigate opportunities in that state, A 
letter in possession of Mrs, D. Myers Guest, written by Mary to her daughter 
aura, visiting in Lake Charles two months before the move reveals that Mary 
Ott was not too enthusiastic about the move to Texas ¢ 
On April 15, 1880 the farm at Leesburg sold, final goodbys to the relatives 
id two new wagons and four horses bought with the two faithful yokes of oxen, 
George and Mary Ott with their nine children, one son-in-law, Joe Myers, 
husbend of the daught@r Laura, Mary's half-brother Wesley Herrington and a 
young friend and neighbor, Gcorge Ellis Norwood, the party left on the long 
trcke to Texas, Breckinridge, Stephens County, as their destination, The 
party reached Eastland, Texas, June 25, 1880, nine weeks from the time they 
started. 
Grading for Texas Pacific Railroad was being done at Eastland, with the track 
laid as far as Weatherford, Texas, Many of the people in the camps at Eastland 
were il] with measles, only George Ott in the party of fourteen had had 
moaslos, Here they learned there was not a railroad in Stephens County and 


Breckenridge was 30 miles from the new Toxas and Pacific railroad under construce 
tion, Back some thirty-five miles they had camped for several days, there was @ 
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good well of water and it was a hob dry summer in Toxas with a scarcity of 
watere ‘The settlers living nearby had been most gracious to thom and th. party 
decided to return to the site of the well, George Norwood left the group in 
Eastland and thirtesn wont back to scttle in Erath County. 

They pitched their tents and built an oven to cook the food out of doors, in the 
tent July 20, 1880 the first grandson, William Myers was born to Laura Ott and 
Joc Myerse Soon they bought land, logs were cut to build the large log house 
and by the time the grass was greon again George and Mary Ott had made their 
last move, 

Even. now stories are still told to the great great grandchildren of that long 
trip, the hunting and the fishing, the killing of deer a nd wild turkey, The 
story of the run away ox team, many a small boy in the family feols sure he was 
born years too late, 

It is never ‘én casy matter to attempt to evaluate the Lives of individuals but 
we do check some of the highpoints in the lives of that couple married one hun- 
Beedle tbvo years ago, While they lived in Leesburg, Las, with her own grow- 
ing fomily and rather meager circumstances Mary offered the hospitality of her 
home to the two motherless daughters of their friend, Captain Reynolds, For 
several years they wore cared for in the Ott home. Very shortly after they 
settled in Erath County through circumstances beyond her control the wife of 
the gracious scttler found herself and two tiny daughters penniless, Again 
George and Mary Ott opened their home to one in need, and for more than a year 
she found shelter there. 

More than fifty ycars have gone by but not one who was there can ever forget 
that death bed scene when George Ott came up to meet his God, The beautiful 
act of committing to God each child and each grand child, giving them his own 
blessing as they passed by, Privileged to read the fly leavos of Mary Ott's 
Bible makes one feel as though they are on hallowed ground, such is the out- 
pouring of a soul who walked so close to God for so many years’s¢ Both were 


members of Methodist Churchand both are buried in Davidson Cemetery. 
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6 John Ott the surviving son of George and Mary Ott tells the story that he 
remenbors? the War between the States when the Siege of Vicksburg was on and the 
reports of raiding partics of Northern soldiers were being told in their com- 
munity how his mother having some beautiful silk frocks and thinking to protect 
thom if the house was ransacked and burned, placed the dresses in a trunk and 
carefully buried the trunk in the smokchouse, For some reason the door was not 
securely fastened and the next morning they found that a Jarge bunch of hogs had 


gotten into the smoke house and rooted up the trunk with the dresses in it,

his father owned 1000 acres of land in Morehouse Parish, An intoresting note in 
this collection of papers is tho many receipted bills against the estate, written 
with pen and ink as was the custom of -the day Particularly did we notice the 
receipted bill for funcral expenses of Asa Brown,nSre, Sixty-Five dollars, which 
was expense incurred in making the casket and for nincteen yards of velvet for 
lining it inside and out, That was the funeral expense for a wealthy man for noe | 
only did the inventory show that but the record from United Census of 180 three 
yours before his death shows him to be a well-to-do mah, Evidently Asa,5 re was 

a most methodical man but he does not mention relatives of oither himself or his 
wife but designated friends to stand as next of friends for his children and to 
appraise his estate. 

From Mrs, Elizabeth Leithead of Lake Charics, Louisiana was obteined the informa-_ 
tion that the father of Mary Baker was William and the grandfather was fmos Baker. 
From many sources recently has come the information that Mary's mother was an 
Indian Princess and her grandfather was a famous chief. It is possible that

The book of poems written in longhand, now in possession of Mrs, Dee Myers Guest, 
ptrawn, Hexyas was evidently written at the time she was thirty years of age. Written 
by a woman with a deep and keen mind, one who had suffered and vho had known sorrow. 
Those were silent years, no one seems to know much about them, only that they lived 
on a plantation, for James Higgins was a planter and slave owner. Im the first 

ten years there were four children. James Higgins who died very suddenly, a traditi. 
in the family says, “Possibly he was poisoned by a disgruntled slave! And in 1838 

an infant son, James died, we know this art the poem written by Marie and inscribed

We have not been dle to find record of where Maria was married to I.C. Herrington, 
the plantation overseer, very possible in Pointe Coupee Parish, Louisiana. To this 
union were born nine children, Date not known but very likely in the late fifty's 
I.C,. Harrington was thrown from a horse and suffered a broken back, He lived nine 
days andwas buried «% Williamsport, in Pointe Coupee Parish, Lae 

From a newspaper clipping in the possession of Mrs. D. Myers Guest at the death 

of Maria Herrington we learn that at the beginning of War between the States, she 
with her children, the children of the second marriage, was living near Lake 
Charles, Lae The sm, Joseph wishing to enlist in the Confederate Army and not 
caring to leave his mother out in the country moved the fanily into the city. There 
for the follow ng thirty years Mariats life was’a part of the city of Lake Charles. 
We do not know the story of how, but we do know that by this time the plantation, 


the slaves and the money were all gonce 
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The Letter at the end of Brown Family rotord shows Maria had most decided opinions 
and did not hesitate to express them in a day when women were not so vsutally out- 
spoken, Miss Mamie Reed, who is collecting material for History of Lake Chaves, 
is authority for the following story told to her recently by an aged resident of 
that city, “How at one time a tropical sth tas blowing into the city the mother 
with her tiny children was panic stricken finally she sent the small girl to ask 

if the neighbor, Mrs, Harrington would not come and stay with them, she was glad to 
come and the aged woman said the years had not erased the sense of satisfaction 
that came over their home when Mrs, Harrington came." 

In 1952 Miss Reed, was selected to appear on radio during "Nurses Appreciation Week" 
to pay tribute to Maria Higgins Herrington for her work as pioneer nurse during the 
War between the States, when there were no Doctors left in the city and she went 
about lending aid wherever it was needede 

When her a Wea ware grown up she no longer kept up her home in Lake Charles but 
divided her time with the sons and daughters, principally with the son Marshall 
Higgins in Opelousas and the daughter, Nelle Herrington King in Lake Charles. In 
1886 she came to Texas for a visit with the daughter Mary Higgins Ott.(Correspondence 
concerning the impending trip is in the collection of papers belonging to Mrs, 'D. 
Myers Guest, as is the painting of a cotton blossom. (Maria was an artist as well 
as a poct.) from the flower which she sent William Myers, the first Higgins react 
grandson to the field to get a cotton clossom for her that she might paint it ex= 
actly as the God she so devoutiy worshipped had fashioned it, 

Mavy are the stories remembered from those told by older members of the family of 
that visit, unfortunately, she had timed her visit in the midst of the severe 
drought of 1886, Texas did not offer too much to her for it was necessary to haul 
all the water from Dripping Springs, and drive the cattle there for water and it 
was her constant worry that some morning when the grandsons went for water the 


cprings would have completely failed. 
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Aftor nine months she returned to Lowisiana and on het birthday, April 1h, 1893, this 
valiant woman of the Old South Jaid down her life. She was at the home of her son, 
Marshall Higgins, Opelousas, La. and she is buried in the cemetery near the home of 
her song The Sather Uractidierstnait Higgins to his sister, Mary Ott Higgins is in 
the collection of papers in possession of Mrs, De Mycrs Guest, Strawn, Texas, And 
is one still folded in the Bible of the late Albert Brown in far away Oregon, tell~ 
ing him of the death of his oldest sister, It seems most fitting to close this 
sketch of the life of Mam Higgins Herrington with the words from her pen (From 
collection of poems written before 180 in possession of Mrs, D. Myers Guest.)
